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ONEIDA COUNTY'S HARDWOOD. 


There Is a Plentiful Supply of It Await- 


ing the Manufacturer. 


The manufacture of hardwood is 


usually left until a country is pretty 
well 
stripped 
of 
its 
pine. The 


pine lumber manufacturer rarely takes 
up hardwood business and the fact 
that u locality may be well supplied 
with the valuable timber is oftei. un- 
known until the pine supply becomes 
scarce. Oneida county is known as a 
pino land country, but 
nevertheless 


there are bodies of as fine hardwood 
within its borders as ean be found any- 
where. In certain localities the coun- 
ty is welt limbered with red and black 
birch, busswood and maple. 
Much of 


the maple is of the curlcy or bird's-eye 
variety, so valuable for veneers and 
furniture. The farther north maple is 
found, the greater is the percentage of 
bird's-eye. The demand for hardwood 
lumber is such that a mill located here 
should prove a good paying institution. 


The lumber firms of town could 


handle all that could be cut in one 
mill, without difficulty. The man who 
starts a hardwood mill here will find 
both the supply and demand al his 
very door. In conversation, a citizen 
who has had an excellent opportunity 
lo inform himself as to the extent and 
quality of Oneida county hardwood, 
said that it was only a question of a 
few years before the valuable hard- 
woods in this section would be used 
for other purposes thai; fire wood, 
either being manufactured here or 
shipped to thol'ox river valley in tho 
log. 
We have an institution here, tho 


Screen Door Factory, which would lake 
a large amount; of hardwood lumber, 
now necessarily purchased outside. 
The gentleman above referred to, in 
speaking of the location and qnanlily 
of this limber, said that the greater 
part of the township 3S-10 
was well 


timbered with birch, maple and bass- 
wood of a fine and large kind, and that 
in 3S and 39 of Ranges 0 and 10 there 
was between thirty and forty thousand 
acres of hardwood timber land. It 
reaches from the railroad near Three 
Lakes west to tho county road. Just 
south of Rhinelander, below Iho Peli- 
can river is another fine tract of black, 
red and yellow biich and hard maple. 
Tiie excellent color and quality of these 
woods can be seen in some of Rhine- 
Zander's fine residences: for instance, 
W. E. Brown's, Judge Albnn's or S. S. 
Miller's. Southwest of town (hero is a 
fine hardwood belt, and west on tho 
Soo Line, north of track, is as fine a 
body of hardwood, including rock elm, 
birch and maple as can be found any- 
where. A hardwood mill here would 
find plenty of jobbers willing to bring 
logs to the mill, and the amount of this 
sort of timber which 
homesteaders 


could sell is much greater than one 
would suppose. 
It is not so much that 


Rhinelander wants a hardwood mill, 
but that the town wants a factory 
which will use both pine and hardwood. 
Such an institution could find plenty of 
slock of both kinds here. 


The Kellar Lumber Co. 


are now nicely situated in their new 
office and 
will soon begin shipping. 


Their present stock of about three 
million will be increased by 2,000,000 a 
month, (he cut of the Clayton mill. 
About three million lath and as many 
shinges will be made each month. 
They have contracted to have their 
dressing done at tho "Soo" planing 
mill. Mr. 0. J. Kellar, president of Iho 
company, will remain here permanent- 
ly as will also R. V. Day, treasurer. 
Mr. Miller will bo on the road most of 
tho time. The new firm is nicely silu- 
nled for handling lumber, they have a 
fine grade of logs, and will doubtless 
do a big business, 
ft is their inlention 


to cut and sell 25,000,000 annually, 
and at that rate they have logs enough 
to last them six years.
